THE OTHER Day I was caught in the middle of an old but ever- 
fascinating discussion about the position of women today. As | 
listened to the different points of view, | was reminded of the 
fable in an old school reader about the blind men and the elephant. 
You're probably familiar with it. One blind man felt the trunk and 
declared that the elephant was a tree. Another stumbled against 
the animal’s side and declared the elephant was a wall — and so on. 

The discussion about women was like the fable. One of the 
protagonists said women had too much time on their hands. If 
only they would get into more volunteer work, according to her, 
they would be happy. “Be an Eleanor Roosevelt and raise your 
family, too,” seemed to be her motto. Another woman advocated 
more education for women. She felt every woman should have 
a profession to which she could gratefully rush back after her 
baby-bearing days were over. Another debater took exactly the 
opposite point of view. She felt women today were over-edu- 
cated. She thought we would all be happier if we rediscovered 
all the old housewifely arts of making our own bread, sewing 
our family’s clothes and concentrating on being twenty-four- 
hour, till-the-end-of-time mothers.

Listening to the rising crescendo of conversation I was struck 
by the fact that one of the virtues — and one of the curses — of 


being a woman is the fact that we are such sticklers for following 
plans. We like well-labeled kitchen shelves. We run our lives 
with lists. We like to know where we're going and how and 
when. We extend this passion for knowing exactly where we 
stand into our very lives. We want a tidy pattern that we can 
follow exactly and then reassure ourselves, “I’m all right because 
| fit the pattern.” 

But there is no set pattern today. Being a woman, like aimost 
every other aspect of life today, is much more complex than in 
grandmother's day — and, incidentally, a lot more interesting. 

Most women today do have more time and energy left over 
from homemaking than their grandmothers did. First of all, they 
have fewer children. They have more conveniences in the home. 
They live longer and they are younger, physically and mentally, 
at the same age. They end up at forty or fifty with lots of steam 
left over, and in the world today there are plenty of outlets for 
it jobs to take, community work to do, hobbies to pursue, 
courses to learn. 

Let's pick the best course of action for ourselves and our 
families and follow it with the courage, enthusiasm, adaptability 
and humor that women have always brought to their lives. But 
above all, let’s loosen up our attitudes and stop feeling that we 
have to shrilly defend our method to the woman next door who 
happens to be running her life quite a different way.

For instance, even a “‘mild”’ cathar- 
tic, if taken for what seems to be just 
a common stomach-ache— but which 


is actually an unsuspected attack of 
appendicitis— may cause the most 
serious complications. 

One of the most wasteful and pos- 
sibly dangerous forms of self-medi- 
cation is the use of over-the-counter 
reducing remedies—‘‘medicated”’ 
pills, capsules, liquids, wafers and 
even chewing gum. 

Although such products are often 
“‘suaranteed”’ toreduce weight quick- 
ly and easily, don’t be taken in by 
the glowing promises. 

Leave it to your physician to de- 
cide if you need any medication 
along with a medically-approved diet 
—to control your weight. 

And never take left-over medicines 
prescribed for a previous illness. Even 
if your present symptoms seem the 
same, vou may have an entirely dif- 
ferent ailment requiring an entirely 
different medicine. 

When it comes to drugs or diagno- 
sis or treatment, do the safe and sen- 
sible thing—rely on no one but your 
physician.

A unique census aimed at register- 
ing all handicapped children in Brit- 
ish Columbia to make sure they 
receive needed attention is the 
special duty of Annie E. Scott, of 
the Division of Vital Siatistics of the 
B.C. Department of Health Serv- 
ices. Miss Scott is administrator for 
the handicapped children’s registry 
which grew out of a 1950 govern- 
ment-sponsored survey.

added each month. For registry pur- 
poses, a handicap is defined as any 
disability that puts a child at a dis- 
advantage in getting an education 
and, afterward, in earning a living.

Male infertility is almost as common as fe- 
male. That’s the suggestion made in a British 
Family Planning Association study. In a 
survey of more than five thousand husbands 
of childless wives, eight percent were found 
to be sterile, sixty percent distinctly subfer- 
tile, seven percent borderline, and only 
twenty-five percent normally fertile. 

Greater recognition of the role of local 
temperature in male infertility is needed, 
according to the physician who conducted 
the study. In many men with reduced sperm 
production, improvement occurred on a 
simple routine of local (genital) cold-water 
bathing twice a day for two minutes at a 
time. Enlargement of veins of the spermatic 
cord (varicocele ) increases local temperature 
and reduces fertility and surgical treatment 
has given good results. The use of loose- 
fitting, rather than jockey shorts also may 
be helpful in preventing heat build-up that 
interferes with fertility.

Recurrent vomiting spells occur in some chil- 
dren who have no organic disease. The 
cause is unknown although it may possibly 
be emotional. New light on the outlook for 
such children comes from a follow-up study 
of forty-four who began to have recurrent 
vomiting before the age of six and were seen 
at the Mayo Clinic between 1945 and 1957. 
Two to fourteen years after their original 
examination, questionnaires were answered 
by thirty-cight of the forty-four children or 
At that time thirty no 
longer had recurrent vomiting, and for seven 


by their parents. 


of the remaining eight less than five years 
had elapsed since original examination. 
Whatever its cause, the happy fact seems to 
be that recurrent vomiting usually disappears 
before puberty. 

Stop heart attack hefo it starts 

An oncoming heart attack (myocardial in- 
farction) can be recognized and prompt 
treatment with anticoagulant drugs can fav- 
orably influence the outcome. So a long-term 
study by two Winnipeg physicians indicates. 
Over a nine-year period they diagnosed 
threatening attacks in one hundred patients. 
After diagnosis, immediate hospitalization 
for anticoagulant treatment was recommend- 
ed. Eighty-five patients followed the recom- 
mendation; fifteen did not. Fourteen of the 
fifteen who had no treatment suffered at- 
tacks and eleven died. Among the eighty-five 
treated only fifteen had attacks and nine died.

soldering iron by the wrong end, immersed 
his hand in milk and was able next day to do 
a full day’s work without discomfort or dif- 
ficulty. Other cases of burns have been 
quickly relieved and have healed rapidly 
following use of cold milk within a few 
minutes after the accident. An advantage of 
cold milk, too, is that it is available where 
most domestic burns occur—in the kitchen. 


Frequent nose bleeding may be a symptom 
of nasal allergy in some children, two Wash- 
ington, D.C., pediatricians have found. The 
bleeding itself often may be reduced by use 
of vitamin C tablets and antihistamines until 
the cause of allergy can be found and specific 
treatment started. Along with their recur- 
rent nosebleeds, many children with nasal 
allergy exhibit one or more of such symptoms 
as stuffy nose, mouth breathing, thin and 
Watery nasal secretion, cough, postnasal 
drip, and rashes about nostrils and upper 
lip and these symptoms also may yield to 
treatment.

Excellent results were obtained in previously 
persistent skin ulcers — and even third- 
degree burns healed with minimum scarring 
— after applications of diluted liver extract. 
The report comes from a German physician. 
The extract completely cleared up a diabetic 
ulcer in nineteen days. In one case, an ulcer 
had resisted treatment for more than twelve 
years. It took 14 months of application of 
liver extract but the ulcer finally was cured.

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A CANADIAN 
FAMILY 
BUDGETS 

TO BEAT DEBT 


Chatelaine stepped in and showed a debt-ridden family 
of five how to live better within an 


income of $4,500 a year — and cut down past debts 


By JESSIE LONDON 


Each year of their eight years of marriage Rod and Dorothy 
Joanisse have taken on more debts than they could repay. By the 
time CHATELAINE met them they had accumulated a variety of 
household and personal bills that totaled $5,849.97. This was ap- 
proximately nine times the sum budget experts consider safe for 
anyone in the Joanisse income bracket. Such debts, they caution, 
should total no more than fifteen percent af annual income. Rod 
Joanisse earns forty-five hundred dollars a year. He should owe 
no more than six hundred and seventy-five dollars — aside from 


such secured debts as house or motor-vehicle mortgages. 


HOW THE DEBTS PILED UP 


Rod and Dorothy were both eighteen when they married. Rod 
was brought up in a remote Ontario orphanage, run kindly — but 
frugally — by a religious brotherhood. He was not trained for a 
trade, but had received instruction in music and art when he 
showed talent in both. At sixteen he was on his own, with a few 
clothes and bus fare to Ottawa. He found a series of odd jobs on 
farms and in factories, then joined the RCAF when he was seven- 
teen. When Dorothy was twelve her mother died. Her grandmother, 


in whose care she was left, died three years later. Dorothy took a job

in a cooky-making factory. They met at an RCAF dance when 
Rod was stationed at Centralia, Ont., and married after a brief 
engagement. 

Rod left the air force and took selling jobs in a series of 
Ontario and Quebec towns, where he used his musical training to 
earn occasional extra income by playing with small dance bands. 

The Joanisses’ first unpaid bill was two hundred and eleven 
dollars for furniture they bought when Roderique Junior was born, 
in 1953. When this bill fell overdue, Rod recalls, the store manager 
warned him against starting his family life neglecting financial ob- 
ligations. But the store did not pursue Rod for payment — and the 
bill is still owing. 

Rod thought it was good economy to move whenever he heard 
of a flat or apartment for a few dollars a month less than the rent 
they were paying. Thirteen changes of address in the first year of 
the marriage left a trail of bills unpaid as Rod used his cash to 
pay movers and set up new quarters for housekeeping. They have 
lost count of a maze of purchases, repossessions and garnishees 
they lived through. 

An erratic income has given the Joanisses an overly optimistic 
idea of their finances. Occasional windfalls — such as a flurry of 
orchestra engagements over a holiday season — led Rod to think 


of his peak earnings as average. Continued on page 85

According to the budget set up by Chatelaine’s budget counselor, 
Dorothy Joanisse could have no more than eighty-five dollars a 
year for her wardrobe. 

Two things had to be considered before we could draw up a 
wardrobe plan for her. First, her activities which include housework, 
shopping, Home and School (she is a grade mother) and neighbor- 
hood parties. Then we had to find out what she already owned that 
could be incorporated in the plan. Dorothy’s brown winter coat only 
needed shortening to make it good style for this season. Another 
useful purchase had been a reversible carcoat in yellow and beige. 
Other carry-overs were a beige wool dress; a party dress; a surplus 
of Orlon sweaters — one exch in beige, blue. orange and white; 
black pumps and a pair of flats. These and an assortment of lingerie 
were a fair beginning 

Past errors had been too many sheer nylon blouses — three of 
them — where one would have been plenty, and four striped shirts. 
Plain shirts would have teamed up more attractively with her pat- 
terned shorts and slims. As the casual separates were worn out, none 
of them could be included in the wardrobe plan. 

Unconsidered impulse buying, without sufficient co-ordination, 
was the chief difficulty with Dorothy’s past purchasing. A plan was 
needed. The plan we worked out was based on her liking for separ- 
ates, and we built on what she already owned. 

The carcoat set the color scheme for all the casual clothes, in 
brown, beige, green and gold. To give change-about items full scope, 
we settled on brown as her basic color. As every woman has to plan

CBC's national network, that was 
transmitted from the local station 
CFCY. A few years later in its hey- 
day, this show drew a thousand tan 
letters a month 

With Charlottetown as their base, 
the group stumped the dance halls 
of the Maritimes and made personal 
appearances which packed community 
halls across the country 

“IT tell you, we had good times in 
those days,” says Duke Neilson with 
nostalgia The Islanders’ idea’ of 
“good times” was a series of elabor- 
ate practical jokes, the most mem- 
orable of which was perpetrated on 
Neilson himself who was immoder- 
ately fond of boasting about his 
prowess in wrestling bears. 

On one cross-country tour when 
the group stopped for a few minutes 
to stretch their legs on a remote AIl- 
berta road, a huge bear appeared on 
the horizon. The whole band dived 


for the safety of their automobiles 


but Neilson) wasnt quite quick 
enough. For a few terrifying min 
utes, the bear chased the Duke round 
and round the cars until one of the 
men took pity on him and unlocked 
a car door. When he angrily de 
manded an explanation he was told 
in a chor But, Duke, we thought

During the late forties and fifties, 
the Islanders cut several records, 


some of them original tunes written 
by Messer, which had a small but 
steady sales appeal and had the happy 
experience of being copied in musical 
stvle by half the old-time bands in 
Canada 

Despite all this, few show-business 
professionals in Montreal or Toronto 
gave the Islanders credit for more 
than a limited appeal for the rubes 
in rural communities. Then. in Sep 
tember 1955, the Messer group went 
through Halifax on their way to fill a 
date at a fall fair. They were inter- 
viewed on Gazette, the CBC-Mari- 
time network's dinner-hour talkfest, 
played a couple of tunes and sat back 
While the station’s switchboard lit up 
with calls from delighted viewers. Six

Childhood influences that are at 
odds sometimes show themselves most 
eloquently in the raising of children:

Everyone ex- 
pects to be more superb than to feel 
the congeaiing of stomach nausea over 
a habit of punctuating sentences with 
now” or clearing a throat noisily. 
Instead of accepting these as the natu- 
ral banes of every coexistence. there 
iS Outrage at being cheated of heaven. 


Neuroses: The common clincher for 


modern marital arguments is to de- 
clare that the partner is in need of a 
psychiatrist. Because the science is so 
widely known and poorly understood, 
the accusation has the advantage of 
being simultaneously spine-chilling and 
impossible to defend. 

Actually, the prevalence of  seri- 
ously afflicted neurotics and unde- 
tected mentally ill is just gaining rec- 
ognition. Dr. J. D. Griffin, general di- 
rector of the Canadian Mental Health 
Association, recently commented that 
“probably one hundred and fifty thou- 
sand people in Metro Toronto need 
some form of mental treatment.” It 
may be a modest estimate: a ten-year 
survey of a small Canadian Maritime 
town completed last year reported 
that thirty-seven percent .of the adult 
population required psychiatric help. 

Such victims cannot be easy part- 
ners in a marriage. One of the distin- 
guishing features is often extreme 
rigidity. Life is so terrifying that it 
can just barely be borne. Any change 
might upset the control that holds 
sanity together. A victim suffering even 
a high degree of this internal panic 
can function so that no one outside 
the family would guess—living beyond 
one’s emotional means. one psychia- 
rist put it. But the marriage partner, 
calling it stubbornness, knows it is 
hopeless to demand a change in atti- 
tude toward an ostracized friend, the 
education of a child. 

Often, neurotics unconsciously strike 
a compatible match with one another. 
An extreme example would be the 
heavy-drinking wastrel married to a 
woman who complains bitterly about 
her lot but has such a low opinion of 
herself that the debasement, which 
she feels she deserves. is enjoyable. 
Less dramatically. coddled only sons 
marry emphatic authoritative women 
to perpetuate the woman-dominated 
cosiness of their childhoods. Like 
people lashed together in a three-leg- 
ged race. the arrangement seems to 
work—as long as neither grows 

Inability to love: This is the ultimate 
horror of all the neurotic afflictions, 
the absence of a talent to love, without 
which life seems a mirthless hoax. It 
is appallingly common. The World 
Health Organization sponsored a re- 
search project which determined what 
advanced psychiatrists had been sus- 
sting. that the ability to love is not 
a natural. effortless instinct—it has to 
be learned. It is learned best in baby- 
hood. if the contagion of affection 
envelops the infant. Some emotional 
orphans never know love and there- 
fore can never give it 


The noted psychoanalyst and phil- 
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osopher Erich Fromm writes: “People 
feel they love if they have ‘fallen for’ 
somebody. They call their dependence 
love and their possessiveness too. They 
believe, in fact, that nothing is easier 
than to love but (actually) ... its 
realization is one of the most difficult 
achievements.” He defined the ele- 
ments of productive love: care, re- 
sponsibility, respect and knowledge. 
Inability to love results in some 
weird contortions as human beings 
try to escape the knowledge of it. 
Promiscuity, for instance, widely be- 
lieved to be the hallmark of an over- 
flowing being, more often identifies a 
near-impotent adolescent capable only 
of enjoying novelty. Mothers ashamed 
of feeling nothing when they hold their 
babies may turn themselves into de- 
monstrative smothering guardians, to 
overcompensate and hide the guilty 
secret. Out of the searing sense of in- 
feriority, an adult may become selfish 
and waspishly demanding, or else, 
worse still, devote himself to the so- 
called unselfish life of tyrannical mar- 
tyrdom, sacrificing noisily for the 
family to bind them with gratitude 
Confusion of gender: This is cur- 
rent culture’s contribution to the tra- 
vails of marriage. In other times and 
countries, marriage partners clearly 
understood their duties and responsi- 
bilities. Today’s couples cannot be so 
sure; the suffragette battle is over, but 
there’s doubt about who won the war 
Working wives have a sense of being 
somehow something less than female, 
while housewives their status at an 
all-time low—feel something less than 
human. While women sort out a new 
female identity, men are worriedly 
groping for a definition of maleness 
compatible with changing diapers 
Pedestals that elevated and separated 


the genders have grown shaky. 
Who is the boss? 


Well-educated, intelligent women 
are converting from office to home 
with their first pregnancies; within a 
few years they have a houseful of 
small children. It’s a situation for 
which, oddly enough, not many have 
been prepared either emotionally or by 
training. Men who have settled their 
families in the suburbs are equally 
disturbed to find themselves what 
one platform comic recently termed 
“weekend gardeners, with sex privi- 
leges.” Away from home from dawn 
to evening, they feel estranged from 
their children. Their authority is being 
usurped by their wives, which Strange- 


ly appears to annoy the wives as muck

Marriage-counselor supervisor Vio- 


let Munns remarks that, through poor 


comprehension of the lasting character 
of decisions made in the crucial first 
five years of a marriage, many couples 
flub their best opportunity to build 
lastingly 

“The beginning adjustments are very 
important,” Miss Munns says. “In the 
day-to-day relationship of marriage, 
so different from courtship, the couple 
has to come to agreement in areas 
they didn't anticipate. financial mat- 
ters. sharing the household responsi- 
bilities. retaining friendships that one 
partner doesn’t approve, sexual ad- 
justment. A melding is going on that 
is vital to the future success of the 
marriage.” 

Without the elements of insight, 
patience and tact, which number 
among mankind’s most difficultly ac- 
quired virtues, the melding process 
goes slowly—or not at all 

Poor communication: One of Can- 
ada’s foremost psychiatrists, McGill 
University’s Dr. Alastair W. MacLeod, 
once noted that a final stage of a per- 
son sinking into mental illness comes 
when he is unable to talk trustingly to 
a living soul. The same symptom ap 
pears in a husband and wife whose 


marriage is degenerating: the destruc- 
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tion is hastened because they can no 
longer communicate 

They may be talking, at the top of 
their voices sometimes, but nothing is 
being exchanged but a harangue of 
complaints and old wounds. Still others 
shift to meaningless platitudes and 
small talk, because open anger fright- 
ens them. They may go on for years, 
banking their irritations and outrage 
under grey ashes of false solicitude 
and empty politeness until the mar- 
riage breaks down, or they do 

Sociology professor Ernest R. Mow- 
rer, of Northwestern University, com- 
mented in his book, Domestic Discord, 
that the Iron Maiden rules of con- 
vention compel people to pretend to 
be in accord in a public place. or 
when friends are present. Because 
overhearing a parental difference is 
believed damaging to children, the 
couple may continue to dissemble even 
in the privacy of the home. It be- 
comes such a habit. Dr. Mowrer 
writes, “It is not unusual for married 
couples themselves to be confronted 
suddenly with a break, without hav- 
ing before recognized that their atti- 
tudes toward each other have chang- 


ed.” 
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Many married people simply can 
think of nothing to say to one another. 
Being interested makes one interest- 
ing,” Erich Fromm observed. Too 
apathetic to be stimulated by current 
events, reading or flower-smelling be- 
yond the limits of the treadmill of 
daily chores, they gaze at one another 
bleakly at dinner. “How did it go to- 
day?” she asks. He shrugs, “Fine.” 

Ethics: In the fine pink haze of ro- 
mance, an area of fundamental differ- 
ence that is most likely to be over- 
looked is the one loosely labeled 
Ethics. The range is as infinite as be- 
havior: the concept of just punish- 
ment, for example; the attitude to- 
ward traffic laws, faith in the goodness 


of man, or contemptuous distrust. 
“Togetherness is awful” 


One partner may hold the teaching 
profession in reverent esteem, but the 
other scoffs that teachers are finan- 
cial failures. The regard for truth may 
also be at variance in a marriage— 
some lie casually and habitually, while 
others flinch at salting a story with an 
exaggeration. Where this occurs one 
mate will accumulate a mountain of 
molehill discontents. 

Lack of privacy: “One of the awful 
things about our society today is fo- 
vetherness,’ vehemently remarks a 
Montreal social worker, Mrs. Marian 
Kennedy. Marriages are full of clatter, 
both audible, with phones ringing, 
children wailing, and inaudible, in the 
pressure to prepare dinner on time o1 
to make a sale. There is considerable 
hustle: company coming, dentist ap- 
pointments, shop for groceries. The 
silent sound of stress screams through 
the monoxide mist of traffic and the 
before-dawn nursing of a sick child 
The spirit of the running White Rab 
bit, agitatedly looking at his watch 
pervades the country 

There is no time for hours of soli 
tude, for contemplation in which to 
sort out events, friends and relatives 
and find some pattern in existence 
There is no time for man and wife to 
be apart from the family 

There is also, as psychiatrist Dr 
MacLeod has pointed out sadly, no 
corner in a split-level where privacy 
is possible. Many couples don’t know 
they need it in order to grow. Some 
are so suspicious of privacy that they 
never catch one another in a faraway 
look without asking, “What are you 
thinking about?”

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Check these pointers 
for good value on 
sheets and pillowcases 


Did you realize that the average person 
spends one third of his life, or 204,400 
hours, in bed? Small wonder that bedding 
wears out. When you must replace your old 
sheets and pillowcases here are some up-to- 
date shopping pointers 

Weight, or thread count (number of yarns 
per square inch), is most important. Most 
sheeting comes in these basic weights: 
Percale (180-200 count) is, according to the 
shops, the most popular in recent years — 
but by our tests, not the best wearing. It is 
usually the most expensive, is soft, smooth 
and silky to the touch. It wrinkles easily and 
because of its luxurious fineness will not 
stand up to regular wear as well as high- 
count muslin (140-146), a heavier and very 
hard-wearing quality. While not as smooth, 
it wrinkles less in use. It may be slightly 
harder to handle in laundry due to its bulk 
and weight. 

Medium-count muslin (128-132) is less 
expensive, somewhat lighter in weight, and 
will not give as long wear. It is excellent 
for growing children, summer cottages, 
camps. It is easy to launder. 

Low-count muslin (112-118) is not gen- 
erally a good buy other than for short-term 
use. Most manutacturers do not put this 
grade out under recognized brand names. 

Sizes can be confusing in Canada due 
to the many American imports. Widths are 
fairly standard at 72, 81, and 90 inches. 
However, Canadian sheets are sold “finish- 
ed” length — the size on the package will 
be the actual sheet measurement. American 
sheets are “cut or torn” length, the length 
before hemming. They will measure about 
five inches less than the package states, so 
you really aren't getting the extra-long 
sheets as so many people think. 

Pillowcases come in the same qualities 


and several sizes; they should be about two 
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To be sure sheets will give the kind of service you want, check the thread count on the package. 


inches wider than your pillow and ten 
inches longer. 

Fitted sheets fit snugly with few wrinkles. 
Before buying, check the size and width of 
your mattress — if it’s too small and thin 
the sheet will wrinkle. If it’s too stiff or 
thick, the sheet may wear out from the 
tugging it takes to get it on the mattress. 
These sheets are preshrunk (regular sheets 
may shrink up to five percent). 

No-iron sheets, new within the past two 
years, may be a boon if you do your own 
laundry and don’t have a dryer. But don't 
pay extra for them and then send them to 
a commercial laundry. 

Color is not an extravagance today. It is 
very litthke more expensive than white sheet- 
ing. Most colors show excellent wash fast- 
ness; a few are not too light-fast. To be on 
the safe side, dry colored sheets in the 
dryer or in a shady spot outdoors. 

Nylon sheets are very expensive but some 
like their silky feel. Don’t use them for both 
top and bottom — you'll find them too 
slithery for comfort. 


Finishing details: hems should be firm 
and neatly stitched with backstitching at all 
ends. Selvedges, where most wear comes, 
should be taped. Hemstitched edges are 
attractive but wear out long before the rest. 

Excess sizing (starch) is not too much of 
a problem except in low-grade muslin. New 
plastic sizings last through many washings. 
Most sheets come prepackaged. Ask to see 
and check an open sample for the points 
above. If the clerk won't let you, don’t buy. 

Generally sheets of the same thread count 
show in tests to be similar in quality. Check 
label for thread count and true size (don’t 
forget to subtract five inches from Ameri- 
can sheets), then shop for price. Some 
brands have recently eliminated thread 
count from the label, calling the sheeting 
instead Family, Select, Domestic, Service 
Weight, Dependable, Excellency, and so on. 
These names sound good but mean little. 
Knowing the actual thread count gives you 
the best chance to buy for long wear, so ask 
for definite assurance before you purchase.

may weaken the fibres or affect the 
colors but may not show up until 
the draperies are cleaned. 

|. Sunlight. Constant exposure 
to the sun can damage the strength 
of some fibres, so rotate drapes 
whenever possible from sunny to 
shady areas to help prolong their 
lite. Sunlight also affects some dyes, 
so it’s wise to buy vat-dyed fabrics 
which are most sun-resistant. 

2. Humidity. Natural chemicals 
in the air may combine with high 
humidity, forming a mild acid that 
will cause deterioration. Loosely 
woven fabrics may sag due to the 
combination of hanging and hu- 
midity. 

3. Fume fading. Gases and fumes 
in the atmosphere of your home 
may cause some dyes to take on a 
reddish color. 

4. Surface pigment prints. Some 
pigments used to print patterns on 
draperies do not penetrate the 
fibres sufficiently to hold the color, 
and are often removed in the first 
or second dry cleaning. 

The spotting that occurs on the 
linings of draperies from rain blow- 


ing in open windows cannot be re- 
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moved in dry cleaning if soil is 
imbedded tn the fabric 

For most satisfactory — results, 
have your draperies cleaned at 
least once a year. So that your dry 
cleaner can do the best possible 
job, inform him of the fibre con- 
tent of the fabric and the cause of 


any stains. 
Better bleaching 


When you use a chlorine bleach in 
your wash it is important to use the 
recommended amount and to use it 
in the most favorable conditions— 
in the wash cycle of your machine 

otherwise your clothes may be 
damaged. Straight bleach may be 
added to the wash water before the 
clothes are put in, but it must be 
diluted if it is added after the 
clothes are in the washer. The high 
temperature of the wash water and 
the suds result in a better bleaching 
action. 

A chlorine bleach should never 
be used with any detergent that 
contains a fluorescent dye, or on 
resin-treated fabrics. Following the 
wash, the full rinse is necessary to 
completely remove the bleach from 
the material. If this is not done 


there is danger of yellowing.

If candles on your table have been 
blown out you may find splatters of 
wax on your tablecloth.

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How much sleep is enough? 


@ What must we expect in the sleep 
pattern of our children? What are the 
normal sleep habits at different ages” 
If the habits of our children deviate 
from the average. is that due to an 
abnormality in the child. or are we 
the parents. somehow at fault? 

Sleep is the rule for the newborn 
infant. His time is filled with sleeping. 
very short periods of quiet: wakeful 
ness and of crying. As the age of 
awareness begins. and the infant be 
comes responsive to those about him. 
the periods of wakefulness become 
longer. Yet sleep is the major part of 
the infant’s business for many months 

For the first year—and past—most 
infants have a morning and afternoon 
Sleep as well as close to twelve hours 
at night. There are. however. so many 
individual variations that One must not 
lay down hard and fast rules. One in 


fant at six months will have a short 


nap in the morning and none in the 
afternoon and at one year of age will 
abandon daytime sleeping altogether 


Another will need two naps a day 


right up to schooltime A mothe! 
should know her own child’s sleep pat 
tern and learn to accept it without re 
gard to rules or neighbors or the sleep 
ing habits of her other children 

While you should not create undue 
noise while an infant sleeps. avoid 
having absolute silence. Better accus 
tom the small baby to sounds of daily 
living from the beginning. Dead silence 
can be ominous, and the mutiled echo 
of mother putting a cake in the oven 
can be as soothing as a lullaby 

As the child grows older. factors 
come into the picture that can disturb 
the normal behavior. Excitement and 
oversumulation at normal bedtimes 
tend to delay and disturb Sleep Fathe 
Is more apt to be the offender here 
particularly if he hasn't seen the child 
all day. Perhaps he can be persuaded 
to have a jolly game. but taper off 
as bedtime approaches. A gentle non- 
exciting story, a simple game. a little 
quiet soothing talk after the child is in 
bed will do a great deal to smooth the

ly and firmly as possible 

Sleeping habits depend, too, on the 
kind of family and their habits. Once 
during my training days in New York. 
I came across some vaudeville actors 
who took their baby along with them 
to the theatre. This perfectly healthy 
baby had a day that began at noon 
ind ended at midnight. More com 
mon, however, are simple folk like 
ourselves who fondle the illusion that 
babies and children must follow. set 
rules in their sleeping times. What ts 
important is the number of hours of 
sleep: the times for sleeping depend 


entirely on our social setup. 


What time is bedtime 


Children, being more primitive than 
we are, tend to behave more primitive- 
ly, and primitive people rise with the 
sun. The city mother complains that 
her child awakens the entire house 
hold at 5 a.m. In reply I ask, “If you 
were farmers would you complain 
about your child being up at dawn or 
before? You'd likely complain that the 
child sleeps too late.” 

You might try to eliminate early 
morning disturbances that may signal 
the baby’s wakening before it is con 


venient for you. If it is the milkman’s 


clanging bottles—change to a dairy 
that delivers later. If it is the early- 
morning sun, install shadowproot 
draperies or an old-fashioned dark 
window blind. 

In older children there is a lot of 
conflict over hours for retirement

Until Rod and Dorothy sat down with 
Chatelaine’s budget counselor Barbara 
Broadfoot, of Toronto’s Visiting 
Homemakers’ Association, they had no 
notion of their resources. or of the 
debt burden they had taken on. But 
they recognized their inability to stave 
off their creditors, and knew that some- 
thing had to be done. 

In 1958 the Joanisses settled in 
Oshawa. By this time Susan, now five, 
and Daniel, now three, had arrived 
One of his Oshawa sales jobs allowed 
Rod to draw advances on expected 


commissions—which did not material- 





ize. After only ten months with the

For a time, Rod’s spasmodic efforts 
to reduce outstanding debts kept the 
way clear for him to add new debts 
—he was not yet known to be a “bad 
risk.” Despite what he owed, he con- 
tinued to find credit easy to get, and 
he bought musical instruments, fur- 
niture and tools for no-down-pay- 
ment, no-questions-asked. In Decem- 
ber 1959 a real-estate salesman over- 
heard Rod saying he wished he could 
afford to buy a house. The salesman 
told him he could, despite the fact 
that he had no money.

hundred dollars: a second mortgage 
of twelve hundred dollars. (plus the 
two-hundred-dollat bonus”), and a 
third mortgage of five hundred dol- 
lars. He concentrated on paying off 
the third mortgage and has cleared it 
completely. So far, he has managed 
to meet monthly payments on the first 
mortgage, and quarterly payments on 
the second—although twice he has 
had to redeem bouncing cheques by 


additional borrowing from = friends 


Other debts piled up. Doctors, den 
tists. merchants and oil companies 
were left unpaid. Roderique Junior 
needs work done on his teeth, but the 
dentist refuses to attend him except 
on a cash basis. Friends lent Rod 
seven hundred dollars to tide him 
over. He has repaid a hundred and 
eighty dollars of that 

Last spring Rod was working stead 
ily. teaching Spanish guitar, with a 
studio in an Oshawa music store. At 
the same time he received commissions 
on sales of musical instruments, but the 
commissions went toward purchases 
he had made in the store. When debts 
became overwhelming he thought of 
supplementing his income with addi 
tional work. and enrolled for a 
course in sign painting. He now owes 
the correspondence school seventy 
five dollars; but the sign painting is 
beginning to pay off. with higher re 
turns each succeeding month. In fact. 
there is no profit vet, because he is 
trying to meet payments on $1,592.88 
he spent on supplies and equipment 
and pay thirty-dollars-a-month rent 
for his shop 

When Rod and Dorothy faced thet 
most serious debt crisis—at the time 
Rod began to get sign-painting jobs 
the lawyer who searched the title on 
his house suggested that he see the 
Oshawa Community Credit) Union 
about a loan. Rod thought it unlikely 
that he could get one, but applied 
anyway. He listed his most pressing 
debts, but left out some that had not 
been handled by persistant collectors 

On the strength of the lawyer's rec 
ommendation and the prospects of his 
sign-painting business, the — credit 
union loaned Rod twenty-five hundred 
dollars. He paid the most dire bills. By 
fall he had gone behind in payments to 
the credit union. 

Miss Broadfoot’s analysis of the 
Joanisse debts for Chatelaine in Oc- 
tober showed that they owed $5,849.- 
97. Personal borrowing including 


the advance—amounted to $1,444.85; 


overdue bills in collection were $1.- 
400: the music-store account was 
$600; the credit union balance was 
$2,374.09 and an oil account Was oul 
standing for $31.03 

In addition to these household 
debts. Rod owed $1,592.88 for his 
business purchases. Of that $1,592.88 
he was able to wipe out $974.53 by 
returning equipment he had bought 
(with no down payment). but had not 
used. His business bills then totaled 
$618.35. He hoped to reduce this by 
more returns and by selling a few tools 
he owned but did not need 

The $451.42 in the Joanisse budget 
for annual repayment of debts falls 
far short of the interest that would be 
charged on the total—personal and 
business—of $6,468.32. Interest) on 
that amount, at twelve percent (the 
rate the credit union charges—some 
finance charges are much _ higher:

personal debts are interest-free. and 
the Joanisses’ retail creditors have 
agreed to accept small regular pay 
ments, without adding interest charges 

Now that Rod and Dorothy have 
accepted professional advice on their 
money management they intend to 
buy nothing more on credit, and to 
put every dollar possible toward clear- 


ing the debts they have 


The Joanisses had no idea where 
the money went. When Rod received 
cash from music students or sign- 
painting customers, he used it for 
whatever seemed important at the mo- 


ment—whether it was a nominal five- 
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dollar down payment on a two-hun 
dred-dollar hi-fi set (later returned), 
a dollar for lunch at the restaurant 
near the music store, or twenty dol 
lars to a bill collector 

Although he is self-employed, Rod 
made no distinction between business 
and personal expenses. Chatelaine’s 
counselor arranged for an accountant 
to set up a workable system to show 
him what is his, and what must be 
set aside to operate his business 

While they believed they were eat 
ing thriftily (hamburger and bologna 
were their staple meats) the Joanisses 
were using only butter as a= spread 
and for cooking, instead of using at 
least. some margarine. Whole milk 
was delivered to their door Miss 
Broadfoot, who is an experienced 
home economist, showed them how 
to save $162.07 a year on milk alone 
by substituting skim-milk powder for 
most of their milk needs 

Other areas of overspending were 
spotted. Young Roderique had _ ten 
cents a day—an exorbitant amount 
for any boy of seven. The house was 
kept at seventy-four degrees instead 
of the sixty-eight to seventy recom 
mended for health. Heat for their six 
room, semidetached house should be 
no more than two hundred and _ fif 
teen dollars a year, not the three 
hundred they spent last) year. Rod 
was buying packaged cigarettes so he 
could offer “tailor-mades” to cus- 
tomers. The counselor convinced him 
he should roll his own cigarettes and 
be less generous with them 

The Joanisse payment of $98.60 a 
month for shelter is made up of 
$82.10 each month for the CMH¢ 
mortgage, which includes principal, 
interest, taxes and insurance on the 
dwelling: plus $16.50 each month to- 
ward quarterly payments of $49.50 
on the second mortgage. Shelter cost 
of $98.60 a month is higher than it 
should be on an income of eighty- 
seven dollars a week. A week's pay in 
this income bracket should cover a 
month’s shelter. But this overspend- 
Ing seems justified because having a 
house is important to Dorothy and 
Rod. They could not buy or even 
rent in their city for less 

Lack of planning for essentials 
medical care and hospital insurance 
left the Joanisse family vulnerable in 
emergencies. Ontario. hospital insur 
ance will cost $50.40 for a year. An 
other $34.60 has been added for med 
ical expenses. The general rule for 
household supplies is twenty-five cents 
weekly for each member of the fam- 


ily, and fifty cents per person for re-

icement and repairs. The Joanisses 
allowed less than the usual 
ount—theirs is set at three dollars 
eek 
For personal spending, Rod_ has 
n allowed one dollar and twenty- 
cents a week and Dorothy has 
e dollar and fifteen cents. Rode- 
que Junior is making the major 
icrifice for the budget—his allow 
mce has come down from seventy to 
five cents a week. Gifts, entertaining 
and baby sitting will be covered for 
an average two dollars a week—one 
hundred and four dollars for the year 
Newspaper, at fifty-five cents a week, 
adds $28.60 to bring this category up 
to two hundred and sixty dollars for 
a year. They had spent $496.08 on 


these items before. 


No luxuries permitted 


Normally, a five-member family 
living on take-home pay of $4,500 a 


year or $375 a month should 
spend less in some categories, more in 
others, than the Joanisse budget speci- 
fies. The Joanisse budget for food, in 
the budget chart. is only $987.65 a 
year. This sum is based on the max- 
imum possible savings within nutri- 
tional needs, and permits no luxuries 
whatsoever. Though the Joanisse fam- 
ily will aim for the lower figure, 
Chatelaine’s weekly menu figure of 
$22. or $1,144 on food for the year, 
allows for use of some liquid whole 
milk instead of skimmed milk, and 
for some butter, instead of all mar- 
garine. A debt-free family could be 
even more liberal and spend $1,272 a 
year on food without being extrava- 
gant on a net annual salary of $4,500 

A party-line phone in Oshawa 
would cost only $43.80 a year in 
stead of the $156 Rod spends for a 
private business line and long-dis- 
tance calls. Ordinarily, a family of 
five in this income bracket would 
spend $396 a year on transportation 

either toward automobile purchase 
and operation, or for taxis and buses. 


The family use of Rod's business- 


truck expense takes up only $238 a 
year. 

Clothing for a debt-free family of 
five should come to about $590 a 
year compared with the Joanisses’ al- 
lotment of $425. There would be 
slightly more leeway for the average 
family in health and personal care, 
new purchases, allowances and gifts 
These altogether woulc normally ac 
count for a total of $504 instead of 
the $475 in the Joanisse budget for 
such items. A financially sound fam 
ily of five is advised to save $150 a 
year out of a net income of $4,500 
the Joanisse family cannot, at pres- 
ent, save anything 

Miss Broadfoot pointed out that a 
realistic budget cannot be controlled 
to the penny, but that total spending 
must remain within the over-all lim 
its. Where one category goes over- 
budget because of unexpected cir- 
cumstances, another category must be 
reduced to make up the difference 

Because Dorothy Joanisse has an 
unusually scant budget. with none of 
the margin for error most families in 
this moderate income bracket can 
count on, Chatelaine’s food, beauty. 
fashion and home-planning editors 
worked out precise plans to show 
Dorothy how to control her spending, 
yet live better with a budget. How 
they did it is shown in separate ar 
ticles—Feed a Family of Five for 
$22 a Week, page 26: New Beauty 
for Only 7c a Day, page 28: How to 
Dress on $85 a Year, page 29, and 
Big Change for $100, on decorating, 
page 32 

Even within the budget set for 
them. Dorothy and Rod believe they 
can pinch more pennies. By making 
over and handing-down clothes and 
being miserly on personal spending, 
they say they can live for less than 
prescribed. If they can, and if Rod's 
income goes up as he expects it to 
the Joanisse family may eventually 
escape the nightmarish debt they have 
accumulated by living beyond their 
means on no down payment and easy 


credit. END
